'And whereas it is expedient that the faid Tolls or Penalties ihould 
tejteajed, and a more moderate Toll allowed to be taken inftead thereof- 

"Be it tftcccfore ®naftsij by the king’s Moft Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Coufent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of 
the fame, That from and after the faid retpeidive 

Tolls or Penalties of Five Shillings for every Horfe or other Beaft of Burthen 
drawing fuch Carriage as aforcfaid, under the faid provifions of the laid recited 
Aifts, lhall be and the fame are hereby refpedUvely Repealed, and fhall ceafe 
and determine and be no longer payable. 

And he it further Enadled, That from and after 
and during the continuance of the faid recited A6ts, it (hall be lawful for 
the feveral Perfons in the faid recited Afls feverally and refpeflively men- J 
tioned, or their Affigns, to demand and take by fuch Perfou or Perfons as 
they lliall authorize thereto, ,at each and every Pay-gate in the laid Afls 
relpedlively mentioned, for every Stage Coach or other Carriage plyinv or 
conveying Perfons for hire upon any part of the Roads in the iaid Afls 
mentioned, the fum of ' for every Horfe or other Beaft 

drawing fuch Coach or other Carriage, in addition to the Tolls by the faid 
Afls direScd to be paid, every time inch Coach or other Carriage fhall pafs 
through any of the faid Gates. 

Provided always, 'That fuch additional Toll lhall not be deemed 
do extend to 'Waggons or other Carriages with broad Wheels in the laid 
•recited Aids or either of them mentioned and fpecified. 
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
